90 years

SAN DIEGO — ‘“‘The parish is not 
buildings; it is people,’’ said Father 
William Mooney during the Mass May 
21 which culminated monthlong 
celebrations of Blessed Sacrament 
Church’s 50th anniversary. 

After his homily, Father Mooney, 
pastor, recognized 30. parish 
organizations and ministries, presenting 
members of the groups to Bishop Leo T. 
Maher, principal celebrant of the liturgy 
for the Vigil of Pentecost Sunday. 

Nine priests concelebrated the liturgy, 
including associate pastor Father Harold 
Tindall and former associate pastors 
Father James Sassone, pastor of 
Ascension Church, San Diego; Father 
Patrick Foley, director of the Office of the 
Diaconate; and Father Rand Reichert, 
Mercy Hospital chaplain. Deacon Louis 
Principe assisted. 

“‘We honor all priests, Sisters, deacons 
and lay persons’’ in parish ministries for 
helping ‘‘ to build a house of prayer, 
commitment, social action and Christian 
service, which have marked the life of this 
parish,’’ said Dr. Brian Bennett, lector 
for the liturgy and principal of Blessed 
Sacrament School. 

Bishop Maher praised the parish for its 
devotion: to the Blessed Sacrament and its 
involvement in education and outreach 
projects to needy people.

Euthanasia 
measure 

has failed to 
make ballot

SACRAMENTO, Calif. — Proponents 
of a measure to legalize physician-assisted 
suicide for the terminally ill have failed to 
collect enough signatures to put the 
proposal on the state’s ballot for 
November. 

The measure would have allowed 
physicians to give a qualified, terminally ill 
patient — one determined by two 
physicians to be suffering from a terminal 
condition — a prescription-drug dose at the 
patient’s request to cause instant death, 
without risking prosecution for the 
physician. 

Reacting to the proposal’s failure to 
make the ballot, Bishop Leo T. Maher said, 
“It certainly proves that people are aware 
of the evils involved and that life is a gift 
from God and only he has the power to take 
it away.”’ 

In a statement released in early 
February, Bishop Maher condemned 
euthanasia and charged the sponsors of the 
proposal with the ‘‘laundering of language 
to deceive people.’ 

“‘We’re pleased it didn’t pass,’’ said 
Joan Patton, past president of the Right to 
Life Council of San Diego County. ‘‘But 
we do not feel we can give up the battle”’ 
because the measure’s sponsors will try 
again, she added.

California bishops take position on measures 


SACRAMENTO — The California Catholic Con- 
ference has announced it opposes Proposition 69, the 
AIDS quarantine initiative, and supports Proposition 
71, which would liberalize state spending limits. 

The conference, whose members are the 22 active 
bishops of California, took positions on two ofthe 12 pro- 
positions that California voters will be considering in the 
June 7 election. However, it urged a ‘‘no’’ vote on Pro- 
position 67, regarding prison terms, and close scrutiny of 
Proposition 72, another spending limit measure. 

Proposition 69 would classify AIDS (acquired im- 
mune deficiency syndrome) as an infectious, contagious 
and communicable disease, and require quarantine and 
isolation of persons infected with AIDS. 

The CCC states that medical evidence indicates AIDS 
is not transmitted by casual contact, and thus quarantine 
and isolation of infected persons will not limit spread of 
the disease. 

Thus, the CCS believes potential AIDS carriers might 
avoid testing, if the initiative passes. In addition, the 
CCC believes Proposition 69 would be costly and ineffec- 


tive. 


Proposition 71, which the CCC supports, is the 
Government Spending Limitation and Accountability 
Act of 1988... 

The initiative would liberalize the method of com- 
puting inflation and population factors, and would treat 
gasoline taxes as fees rather than revenue. The overall ef- 
fect would be to make more money available for spen- 
ding, especially for education and social services. 

State spending was restricted by passage of Proposi- 
tion 4in 1979, authored by Paul Gann. It confined state 
spending to the amount spent in 1978 with annual 
adjustments for population growth and inflation. 


If state revenues exceeded the state spending limit, the 
excess was to be rebated back to the taxpayers, which is 
what occurred in 1987. 


CCC supports Proposition 71 because under the Gann © 


limitations expenditures for education and other state 
services have been tightly constricted in recent years, 
while tax monies already collected could not be utilized. 

‘The measure would provide greater flexibility, while 
still limiting spending and providing accountability to 


voters, according to the state Catholic conference. 


Proposition 72, of which the conference urges close 


consideration, would exempt more funds from the Gann 
limit. These funds could be used to meet mounting 
educational, social service and law enforcement needs, 
according to CCC. 


Although the CCC has not taken a formal position on 


Proposition 67, the conference recommends that people 
yote against the measure. 


The measure would increase the minimum term for 


second-degree murder from 15 years-to-life to 25 years- 
to-life for cases in which the victim was a police officer 
engaged in the performance of his duties. The initiative 
would also prevent those persons sentenced underits pro- 
visions from having sentence reductions for good 
behavior. 


The CCC notes that second-degree murder presup- 


poses that the criminal act is not premeditated, and 
therefore, it is unlikely that the extended sentence would 
reduce the danger to police officers. 


The CCC added that provisions of the measure would 


remove the incentive for good behavior in prison.

ALCALA PARK — Some 1,300 
graduate, undergraduate and law 
students graduated from the University of 
San Diego during three separate 
commencement ceremonies held May 21 
and 22 in Torero Stadium. 

Over 3,000 people, including platform 
guest San Diego Mayor Maureen 
O’Connor, attended the 35th 
undergraduate ceremony at which San 
Diego Padres owner Joan Kroc received 
an honorary degree for her time and 
efforts to civic, community and 
philanthropic interests. 

Timothy Costa, who maintained a 4.0 
grade point average throughout his 
college career, was the valedictorian for 
the class of 1988. His twin brother 
Christopher graduated just .02 of a grade 
point lower. 


USD President Author Hughes 
congratulated the 746 graduates for their 
involvement in volunteer work and called 
them ‘‘change agents.’’ 

“‘If this university has done anything to 
help you, I sincerely hope that it is 
helping you to appreciate the power of 
this role of change agent. The challenge is 
to make the world a little bit better for 
having been a part of it,’’ Hughes said. 

During his valedictory address, Costa 
said, ‘‘At USD, we have learned to 
develop logical foundations for our 
beliefs. Our education here has not been a 
fraud. Hopefully, we leave this 
university with the desire to continue 
learning.”’ 

After closing remarks and_ the 
benediction by Bishop Leo T. Maher, 
chairman of USD’s Board of Trustees, 
students cheered, cried and threw their 
mortarboards into the air.

Work still to be done 


With all due respect to Msgr. I. Brent Eagen (Southern 
Cross, May 6), I choose to side with Sister Louis 
McDonald in regard to the denunciation of the grave 
omission of black culture among the representative 
cultures of our diocese. 

Although greatly attenuated, racism is still a serious 
problem in the church. I can personally testify to its 
existence, since several times I have had the misfortune of 


being asked by both Anglo and Mexican-American 
parishioners in a nasty tone if I belong to the parish and if 
I have any business there. That much of that hostility is 
based on racial, as will as cultural, factors has not escaped 
my perception. 

I also recall an unbelievably condescending statement 
that I heard from a well-known priest on this diocese, who 
is an exceptionally kind and sensitive individual, after I 
inadvertently committed a mistake during the ritual of the 
Mass. 

Iam sorry, but if the church truly wishes to prevent the 
growing rift of Hispanics toward Protestanism, it must 
learn to be much more self-critical in her evaluation of the 
treatment that she gives to groups outside the 
mainstream. There will be time for celebration in heaven; 
here on earth there is always work to be done.

Consecration not been done 


Your response to the letter by Pat and Nina Goodspeed 
(Southern Cross, May 6) seems to imply that the request 
made by Our Lady of Fatima for the consecration of 
Russia to her Immaculate Heart has been fulfilled by the 
actions of Pope Pius XII. I hope this was not your 
intention. 

According to several articles in the March/May 1988 
issue of The Fatima Crusader, the consecration has never 
been carried out as Mary requested. 

One of the articles stated that during a March 21, 1982 
interview with a Dr. Lacerda, as well as the Bishop of 
Fatima and the Lisbon Nuncio, Sister Lucy explained the 
following: 

That the pope must first choose a date, and then 
command the bishops of the entire world to make, each in 
his own cathedral, at the same time as the pope, a solemn 
and public ceremony of Reparation and Consecration of 
Russia to the Most Sacred Hearts of Jesus and Mary. 

Evidently, the consecration of the world or just the 
Russian people does not meet the request. Indeed, as 
recently as July 20, 1987, Sister Lucy confirmed that the 
consecration had not been done as Our Lady requested. 

At this point, I would refer the reader to the last 
paragraph in Pat and Nina’s letter.

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Top books on Mary in her year 


May is traditionally the month of Mary, a custom that 
goes back many centuries. It seems only right that as spring 
returns to the northern hemisphere, the promise of new life 
in nature is raised to spiritual heights by saluting Mary, the 
woman through whom Life comes to us. 

Since we are also in the middle of Marian Year II, a few 
thoughts about Mary seem in order. As a matter of fact, 
every Catholic publisher has by now offered one or more 
titles about the Blessed Mother. 

The best I have seen to date is ‘“The Significance of 
Mary’”’ by Sister Agnes Cunningham, STD., The Thomas 
More Press., 138p., $9.95. The writer claims that Mary has 
not only universal significance to the Christian, but that 
each age can find in her a special path to Christ. 

In the five sections of the book, Dr. Cunningham takes 
five of the special prerogatives of Mary and applies them to 
our times. In “‘Mary Ever-Virgin,’’ she uses the story of 
Our Lady of Guadalupe to demonstrate how powerful this 
fruitful virginity is in Mary’s identification with those in 
need, her special children. 

‘“Mary as Mother of God’’ — surely the most powerful 
office and title a mere mortal could ever have — and ‘‘Mary 
as Mother of the Church”’ are treated in the next two 
sections. Mary as the ‘‘Mother of Sorrows’’ and as ‘“The 
Woman of the Apocalypse”’ are the final chapters. 

The book is excellent for its brevity, clarity and depth of 
doctrine. It is a devotional treatment of Mary that is easy to 
read and thoroughly grounded in solid Catholic theology. 

In second place, I would recommend ‘‘A Litany of 
Mary”’ by Ann Ball, Our Sunday Visitor Press, 127 p., 
$5.95 (paperback). The title is a bit misleading, since it isnot 
about the Litany of Our Lady, but a series of descriptions of 
the principal Marian shrines around the world. 

The writer is a recent convert to Catholicism, so she 


brings a special sense of wonder to her work as she discovers 
how rich the Catholic tradition is concerning the Blessed 
Mother. 


Two booklets that are timely are the ‘“‘Book of Mary,”’ a 
prayer book published by the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops, Liturgy Secretariate, and ‘‘Mother of the 
Redeemer,’’ the recent Mariain encyclical by Pope John 
Paul II. : 

Marian Year II has been an excellent opportunity to 
recapture our Marian devotion and to increase its 
effectiveness in our lives. Pope John Paul II has encouraged 
the Magnificat as the daily prayer for Marian Year II, andin 
this diocese, several churches, such as St. Mary’s in 
Escondido, have been designated as places of pilgrimage. 


My own books on Mary, ‘‘My Rosary: Its Power and 
Mystery’’ from Alba House and ‘‘Prophecies Fulfilled’’ 
from Our Sunday Visitor Press are doing quite well, 
according to the local Catholic book stores. In fact, “My 
Rosary”’ is the July selection for the Catholic Digest Book 
Club. 

For books published before Marian Year II, Sister 
Patricia Hulhany has prepared a four-page bibliography on 
“‘Books about Mary,”’ which is available from the Catholic 
Library Association, Parish Library Section, 1913 Gary 
Ave., Manhattan, KS 66502. While it lasts, it can be 
obtained fora small donation to cover postage and handling.

Pope tough on U.S. capitalism 


“All of us who take part in the Eucharist are called to discover through this 
sacrament the profound meaning of our actions in the world in favor of development 
and peace, and to receive from it the strength to commit ourselves ever more 
generously, following the example of Christ.’’ 

Pope John Paul IT 
“The Social Concerns of the Church’’ 


Let’s face it; Pope John Paul’s social encyclical, 
released this past February, is tough on the United States 
— very tough. For the first time in history a papal 
document has taken a position equally critical of 
capitalism and Marxism. 

It’s not that Pope John Paul has changed his mind 
about one-party socialist governments. To the contrary, 
this encyclical also breaks new ground by adding to 
Catholic social teaching the “right of economic 
initiative.’’ This part of the encyclical strongly supports 
the case against socialism made by U.S. Catholic thinkers 
such as Michael Novak. 

The pope also continues to point out the numerous 
human rights violations which still exist in the Marxist 
nations. ‘“Do these not impoverish the human person as 
much as, if not more than, the deprivation of material 
goods?’’ he asks. 

The obvious question then is, if Pope John Paul sees 
the faults of Marxism and socialism so clearly, how can he 
be critical of capitalism? 

The pope answers by telling us the capitalist nations are 
indulging in what he calls ‘‘superdevelopment,’’ an 
“‘excess availability of every kind of material goods for the 
benefit of certain social groups.’’ This makes people 
“‘slaves of possession’”’ and leaves them with ‘‘no other 
horizon than the multiplication or continual replacement 
of the things already owned.”’ 

Materialism in turn leads to military competition 
between East and West, and that competition hurts the 
other nations of the world. ‘‘Each of the two blocs harbors 
in its own way a tendency toward imperialism,’’ the pope 
says. 

He points out that during the past 20 years the gap 
between the wealthy nations of the northern hemisphere 
and the undeveloped nations of the southern hemisphere 


has grown wider, and he places a large part of the blame 
for that on the East-West conflict. ‘‘This is one of the 
reasons why the church’s social doctrine adopts a critical 
attitude toward both liberal capitalism and Marxist 
collectivism,’’ he says. 

This new encyclical, called ‘‘The Social Concerns of 
the Church,’’ was written by the pope himself, and 
Vatican officials have been emphatic in stressing that it 
represents his personal point of view. 

Pope John Paul has had two experiences which are 
quite different from our American experience. First of all, 
he is a citizen of Poland, a relatively small nation on the 
border between East and West, which for centuries has 
been a pawn in the endless military conflicts between its 
more powerful meighbors. : 

But most importantly, he’s experienced at being pope. 
In this capacity he receives a constant stream of bishops 
from around the world, including the smaller nations. 
When bishops from tiny, poor nations report to the pope, 
they’re listened to just as carefully as the U.S. bishops are 
when they go to Rome. To do otherwise would be a 
complete repudiation of what the church stands for. 

When Pope John Paul tells us that the United States is 
guilty of ‘‘superdevelopment”’ and ‘‘imperialism,’’ and 
that our arms race with the Soviet Union is causing 
poverty in other nations, he is only passing on what our 
fellow Catholics in other nations are telling their bishops 
and what those bishops in turn are telling the pope. 

We don’t have to listen, and probably most of us won’t. 
It’s not exactly a thrill to be told we’re responsible for 
““structures of sin.’’ But if we don’t listen, we’re the ones 
who will suffer in the end. Our security depends on the 
growth of democracy around the world, and there can be 
no democracy when the voices of the poor are ignored.

Congressman Tony Coehlo, who 
represents the Fresno-Modesto district, 
was the honored guest at the Mass, 
Gonsalves said. 

Andrea da Rosa, queen of the festa, 
walked in the entrance procession, 
accompanied by some 100 attendants. 
The queen’s satin and beaded lace gown 
and velvet cape resembled the attire once 
found in a queen’s court, Gonsalves said. 

After Mass Bishop Chavez crowned the 
queen, her consort King Daniel Da Rosa, 
Junior Queen Aimee Verlasky and Little 
Queen Mary Ann Black, as well as other 
relatives of the Gonsalves. For a moment 
the bishop placed a silver crown on each 
of their heads. 

This ceremony recalls the tradition of 
Queen St. Isabel who, in the 13th 


century, used to invite poor people to her | 


palace on Pentecost Sunday and place her 
crown on their heads after serving them 
dinner, Father Costa explained to the 
assembly. 

He exhorted those gathered to imitate 
the virtues of St. Isabel by ‘‘faith, love 
and devotion to the Holy Spirit.’’ 

In his homily, Bishop Chavez said the 
festa ‘‘indicates your desire to be united 
inwEGoOdisealovien: He urged the 
congregation to ‘‘pray for a new heart ... 
and be motivated by the Holy Spirit’’ as 
the apostles were. 

Calling the festa one of the oldest 
traditions in the community, the bishop 
praised the Portuguese for asking San 
Diego bishops to celebrate the feast of the 
Holy Spirit with parades and processions.

During the liturgy, Msgr. Creighton 
paid tribute ‘‘to the many pioneers’’ who 
have kept alive the festas since their 
introduction in Point Loma 78 years ago.

when Portuguese people ‘‘came by boat 
across the bay’’ to the home of the Cabral 
family in the La Playa area of Point 
Loma. From there they processed over a 
mile to the old St. Agnes Church for Mass 
and the crownings and returned to the 
Cabrals to continue the festivities. 


The increased Portuguese population 
in Point Loma necessitated building a hall 
near. Rosecrans Street, a facility which 
was replaced in 1946, he said. 

A ‘‘capela’’ near the hall houses the 
silver crown used in ceremonies on 
Pentecost Sunday, Gonsalves told the 
Southern Cross. 

Symbols of the globe, a cross and dove 
represent Christianity being spread 
through the inspiration of the Holy Spirit, 
she added. 

A candlelight procession from the 
Portuguese Hall to the church Saturday 
evening initiated this. year’s festa. The 
Portuguese choir provided music for 
special services Msgr. Creighton 
conducted in the church. 


Here small white doves, symbolizing 
the Holy Spirit, hovered atop boughs of 
ferns draped between beams of the roof. 
In the sanctuary, a fountain of tiny 
electric lights flowed from a red and white 
bouquet in the sanctuary. 


A nine-block parade to the Portuguese 
Hall after the Sunday Mass featured a 
float of former festa queens, the Seaport 
Village Band and Pershing Junior High 
School Band and groups of children. 


Some 800 children participated in the 
festivities which drew about 6,000 people, 
Gonsalves said. 


Entertainment included two marching 
Portuguese bands, folk and disco dancing 
and presentations of past presidents and 
queens. Lunch was served throughout the 
day. 


Queen St. Isabel, who inspired the 
Pentecost festas celebrated by Portuguese 
people throughout the world, was 
canonized in 1625, four centuries after 
her death and the discovery by scientists 
of her incorrupt body, according to 
parishioner Elsie Cerny. 


Numerous miracles are attributed to 
her intercession, including physical 
healings, cessation of a drought and the 
fragrance of roses emanating from her 
coffin several days after her death, Cerny 
reports. 

Tradition credits the queen with riding 
into battlefields where she halted the 
fighting. 

Following the death of her husband, 
King Don Dinis, in 1325, Queen Isabel 
relinquished her personal possessions and 
entered the Franciscan Convent of Poor 
Clares in Coimbra, Portugal, according 
to Cerny.

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Educators eye future church 


Emphasis will be on justice, schools to have fewer students

DAYTON, Ohio — Catholic education 
representatives foresee a church in the year 
2007 in which social justice issues are major 
priorities, the status of women is improved 
through education, Catholic schools have 
fewer than one million students and the 
number of Catholic colleges is cut in half. 

That picture of the church of the future 
was envisioned by 336 representatives of 18 
Catholic educational organizations who 
participated in a ‘‘Delphi’’ survey in 1987. 

The results of the survey, which 
addressed the future of the church’s 
educational ministry, were to be the basisof 
discussion at the Catholic Education 
Futures project national symposium May 
19-26 at the University of Dayton. 

The symposium was to bring together 
more than 3,000 educators, theologians, 
futurists and historians to develop an 
agenda for Catholic education in the ais 
century. 

In the Delphi exercise, a series of 50 
statements dealing with such trends as the 
decreasing number of priests, the declining 
enrollment in Catholic schools and 
advances in biotechnology were circulated 
to the respondents. 

Developed in the late 1960s, the Delphi 
technique, which takes its name from the 
ancient Greek oracle, asks experts to make 
predictions based on statements about the 
future. 

Through three rounds, participants 
stated their opinions, wrote contrary 
opinions when they disagreed with the 
majority, and tried to reach consensus on 
the likelihood of an event occurring by 
2007, its desirability and its impact on the 
church. 

Survey respondents represented a 
geographic cross-section of the country and 
included people who work in a variety of 
educational ministries. 

A majority of the respondents said they 
believe it is desirable and likely that: 

© Social justice issues will be major 
priorities in the church. 

e¢ The church will improve the status of 
women through education. 

e The Rite of Christian Initiation of 
Adults will be implemented in almost all 
U.S. parishes. 

e The majority of Catholics will be in 
South America and Africa. 

e Fifty percent of U.S. Catholics will be 
Hispanic. 

e@ The main goal of Catholic schools will 
be to produce an informed social 
conscience. 

e Parishes of at least 500 families will 
have professional religious educators. 

e U.S. workers will be retrained three 
times during their careers because of rapid 
changes in technology. 

The majority of respondents considered 
it desirable, but unlikely, that in the year 
2007: 

@ Increased understanding will foster a 
world religion, with less emphasis on 
denominations. 

e Parishioners will elect their own 
clergy.

Euthanasia

Patton said much misleading 
information about euthanasia came out 
during the drive to qualify the measure 
for the November ballot. The church 
and pro-life groups must continue to 
shed light on ‘‘the evils of 
euthanasia,’’ she said. 

The euthanasia campaign was 
spearheaded by Americans Against 
Human Suffering, the political arm of 
the national Hemlock Society. 
Opponents included the California 
Catholic Conference in Sacramento. 

William Robinson, head of 
Americans Against Human Suffering, 
said the effort had fallen 100,000 
signatures short of the 372,128 
signatures required to put an initiative 
onthe ballot. 

By a May 9 deadline, signatures 
totalled 285,928. The group originally 
had hoped to get 450,000 to assure the 
measure’s place on the ballot and had 
hoped California would become the first 
state to allow the terminally ill a right to 
decide on their death. 

Robinson said his organization would 
work to place the measure on the ballot 
for the next statewide election in 1990. 
Derek Humphry, who heads the Los 
Angeles-based Hemlock Society, has 
vowed his euthanasia supporters also 
will work through the legislature. 

Current California law allows any 
adult to give the power of attorney to 
another who is willing to make decisions 
regarding the withholding of any 
medical procedure should the patient 
become incompetent and unable to 
decide. 

The state was the first to pass a law 
making it legal for an individual to draw 
up a will to reject the use of life-support 
equipment or extraordinary medical 
techniquesto prolonglife.

‘*As you reach out to the poor, you find 
God in the presence of their lives,’’ he 
said. : 

The bishop urged members of the 
assembly to preserve the joy of the jubilee 
celebration. ‘‘Sharing in God’s joy allows 
you to be joyful at all times,’’ he said. 

In his homily, Father Mooney said 
Bishop Charles F. Buddy’s resolve ‘‘to 
renew the face of the earth’’ in East San 
Diego by establishing a church in the area 
met with ‘‘anger and opposition.” 

A committee had presented a petition 
to the San Diego City Council, requesting 
the area be rezoned for private residences. 

The pastor lauded the efforts of 
103-year-old parishioner, Teresa Hardy, 
who helped counter the committee’s 
efforts by obtaining signatures of 
Catholics in the vicinity. 


“The bishop won out,’’ Father 
Mooney said, referring to the city 
council’s rejection of the rezoning 


proposal and the establishment of the 
parish in May 1938. 

The pastor called ‘‘Blessed Sacrament 
parish ‘‘a bulwark of spirituality, love and 
giving.”’ 

He traced the church’s origin to Father 
Joseph Lynn, who, at the request of 
Bishop Charles F. Buddy, delayed his 
retirement to become founding pastor of 
the church. 

Two years later Father Lynn was 
succeeded by Father Thomas McNamara 
who ‘‘coalesced the many Catholics in the 
neighborhood,’’ during his four-year 
pastorate, the homilist continued. 

He described the third pastor, Msgr. 
Francis Ott, as the ‘‘builder’’ of the 
convent, school and the present church — 
all erected during his pastorate from 1944 
to 1967. 

During the next decade, the parish debt 
was paid under the leadership of pastor 
Msgr. Patrick O’Dowd, Father Mooney 
said, calling him a ‘‘man of resolve, 
spirituality, dedicated to the task.”’ 

Father Mooney, pastor since 1977, 
added his accomplishments to those of his 
predecessors — installation of a pipe 
organ and construction of a new building 
for the school’s primary grades. 

During the Mass, Mayor Maureen 
O’Connor of San Diego said, ‘This 
community has been blessed by the 
presence of Blessed Sacrament parish.”’ 

Rev. George Stevens, associate pastor 
of Calvary Baptist Church, San Diego, 
and special assistant to Rep. Jim Bates, 
read a proclamation from Bates 
proclaiming May 21 as ‘‘Blessed 
Sacrament Catholic Church Day.” 

Guests included Immaculate Heart of 
Mary Sisters who previously taught at the 
parish school: Sisters Clement Hennessy, 
Ethel Swain and Juanita Justen. 

The Mass was followed by a dinner and 
dance.

Other liturgies celebrated in May, 
which drew hundreds of former 
parishioners, reflected changing forms of 
worship in the church from the 1940s to 
the present. 

During the May 1 Latin Mass, the 
assembly ‘‘remembered the history of 
Blessed Sacrament Church and the 
liturgies celebrated here during the 1940s 
and 750s, Father Mooney told the Southern 
Cross. 


The traditional choir, directed by Kent 
Lasater, sang Latin hymns such as ‘‘Panis 
Angelicus’’ and ‘‘Adoramus Te.”’ 


At this liturgy, Deacon Robert Ekhaml 
of St. Therese parish, San Carlos, and 
Deacon Ernest Nosari of the Archdiocese 
of Los Angeles recalled their grade school 
days at the parish school. 

Msgr. John Portman, pastor of Sacred 
Heart Church, Coronado, who served as 
associate pastor at Blessed Sacrament in 
the late 1950s related his involvement in 
building the present church, which was 
dedicated in 1961. 

While on a flight from Rome to San 
Diego, he met the artist who was later 
employed to construct the church’s 
stained glass windows. 

The sounds of the 1960s characterized 
the May 8 Mass, as the parish folk choir, 
directed by Cathie Senoff, led the 
assembly in songs such as ‘“‘Kum Ba Ya,”’ 
accompanied by guitars, banjo and flute.

commentator Tony Henrich said,

Father Gene Young, a lay choir 
director at Blessed Sacrament in the early 
1960s, concelebrated the Mass with 
Father Mooney. 

In his homily, Father Young said his 
early contacts with priests, Sisters and 
choir members ‘‘called me forward to 
serve them’’ as a priest. 

The May 15 Mass reflected worship of 
the 1970s and ’80s. Homilists were

LOS ANGELES — A California ballot 
initiative to fund programs for the hungry 
and homeless can start a nationwide ‘‘trend 
of concern, compassion and hope,’’ said 
Archbishop Roger M. Mahony of Los 
Angeles. 

The archbishop and philanthropist 
Armand Hammer, chairman of the board 
of Occidental Petroleum, were named 
honorary co-chairmen May 19 of the effort 
to pass the initiative, which would raise 
more than $100 million annually to help the 
state’shomeless andhungry. 

Conway Collis, a state official who 
helped launch a petition drive to get the 
initiative on the November ballot, 
announced the appointments during a 
press conference at St. Vincent de Paul 
Men’s Center in Los Angeles. 

The fact that the petition drive netted 
more than 650,000 signatures shows that 
people ‘‘can no longer ignore the epidemic 
of hunger and homelessness in our state,”’ 
said Collis, chairman of the State Board of 
Equalization. 

‘These hundreds of thousands of 
Californians have said that we cannot stand 
idly by while people sleep on our streets and 
dig through our garbage cans for something 
toeat,’’ he said. 

If passed, the initiative would create a 
public corporation to disburse funds to 
local governments and non-profit 
organizations to provide emergency and 
transitional services, as well as permanent 
low-income housing, for the hungry and 
homeless. 

Money from penalties for violations of 
health, building and safety codes and from 
the issuance of a new California savings 
bond would fundthe program. 

“Tf we pull together now, we can whip 
this problem,’’? Hammer said. ‘‘If we 
ignore it, the problem will only grow in 
proportion and acure later will be infinitely 
more difficult andcostly.”’ 


Catholic hospitals urged 
to justify tax status 


NEW YORK — Catholic hospitals are 
going to be increasingly pressed to justify 
their tax-exempt status, an official of the 
Catholic Health Association warned in a 
May 20 address in New York. 

William J. Cox, the association’s vice 
president for government services, said 
federal as well as state and local 
governments were seeking ways to increase 
revenue and, from that perspective, were 
examining studies that suggested non- 
profit hospitals provided no more charity 
than investor-owned. 

He said non-profit hospitals would have 
to start documenting the community 
service that has been their traditional 
justification for receiving tax-exempt 
status. 


Berrigan found guilty 
in anti-nuclear case 


NORFOLK, Va. — Peace activist 
Philip Berrigan and three others were 
found guilty May 19 of trespassing during 
an Easter Sunday anti-nuclear weapons 
protest on a U.S. battleship. 

Their action was part of an ongoing 
series of Plowshares protests dating from 
1980. 

The Piowshares activists take theif name 
from the passage in Isaiah which says, 
‘*They shall beat their swords into 
plowshares.”’ 

At the trial in a U.S. District Court in 
Norfolk, Magistrate Tommy Miller set 
sentencing for July 14. The four protesters 
face up to six monthsin jail and fines of upto 


$500.

Vatican opens shelter 
for homeless people 


VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul II 
officially opened a new Vatican shelter for 
the homeless people who live in the shadow 
of St. Peter’s Basilica. 

The shelter will be a ‘‘house of welcome 
for the most poor, here within the wall of 
that city which is the center of the church,”’ 
the pope said. 

The cornerstone of the 80-bed hostel, a 
special project of the pope’s, was laid less 
than a year ago. The two-story building is 
located within the Vatican near the Paul VI 
audience hall and the offices of the 
Congregation for the Doctrine of the Faith 

The hostel will be staffed by the 
Missionary Sisters of Charity, whose 
founder, Mother Teresa, attendedthe May 
21 ceremony. 


USCC OK’s sanctions 
against South Africa 


WASHINGTON — The U.S 
Catholic Conference has publicly 
expressed support for a bill proposing 
comprehensive sanctions against South 
Africa. 

Robert T. Hennemeyer, foreign affairs 
adviser for the U.S. Catholic Conference, 
told a Senate subcommittee May 19 that 
the conference supported the proposed 
legislation as an effort to bring about 
peaceful change in South Africa ‘‘and to 
make absolutely clear the church’s 
abhorrence of apartheid.”’ 

The U.S. Catholic Conference is the 
public policy arm of the U.S. bishops. 

Testifying before the African 


subcommittee of the Senate Foreign 


Relations Committee, Hennemeyer 
noted that the U.S. bishops have 
consistently supported the southern 


African bishops in their struggle against 
apartheid, South Africa’s system of strict 
racial segregation. 


Mission Sunday message 
notes Mary’s role 


VATICAN CITY — In his annual 
message marking Mission Sunday, Pope 
John Paul II asked Catholics to reflect on 
Mary’s role in the church’s mission of 
proclaiming the Gospel 

“The presence and influence of the 
mother of Jesus has always accompanied 
the missionary activity of the church,’’ he 
said. 

The pope’s message was dated May 22, 
but was released by the Vatican May 21. 
This year Mission Sunday will be 
celebrated Oct. 23. 


Cardinal Sin turns 
down Marcos appeal 
MANILA, Philippines — Cardinal 


Jaime Sin of Manila turned down an appeal 


from the wife of Ferdinand Marcos, the 
deposed former president of the 
Philippines, to intervene for Marcos in his 
effort to return to the country for his 
mother’s funeral. 

The cardinal said May 19 he had 
forwarded the letter of appeal from Imelda 
Marcos to President Corazon Aquino and 
other government officials who would have 
““‘better information.’’ 


New York bishop 
drops out of party 


NEW YORK — Auxiliary Bishop 
Austin B. Vaughan of New York has 
announced that he is ‘‘dropping out’’ of the 
Democratic Party because of its stance on 
abortion, but said he is not becoming a 
Republican. 

‘All my adult life, I have voted in 
Democratic primaries, whenever I was 
close enough to the polls to vote on primary 
day,’’ he wrote in a letter to the editor of 
Catholic New York, archdiocesan weekly 
newspaper. 

‘‘T did not vote in this year’s primary — 
and for me, it signaled dropping out of the 
Democratic Party because of its total 


unconcern for the fate of unborn cchildren,”’ 


he wrote. 


Church proposes plan 
to ease Mexico’s debt 


NEW YORK — The Archdiocese of 
Mexico City has a plan to make the 
Mexican government’s ‘‘debt for equity”’ 
swap plan work to double benefits for the 
poor. 

The plan involves a government 
arrangement allowing settlement of some 
of the country’s huge external debt by 
giving equity in Mexican pesos rather than 
U.S. dollars or other hard currencies. 

Auxiliary Bishop Abelardo Alvarado 
Alcantara of Mexico City, vice president of 
the archdiocesan Foundation for 
Assistance to the Community, and Jesuit 
Father Enrique Gonzalez, its executive 
director, explained the church’s adaptation 
of the debt plan during a May 15-18 visit to 
New York for discussions with bankers and 
consultants. 


Vatican official says 
families must come first 


DUBLIN, Ireland — Families must be 
given top priority in pastoral and social 
planning if they are to have renewed 
vitality, said a top Vatican official. 

Cardinal Edouard Gagnon, president of 
the Pontifical Council for the Family, also 
said political leaders should not pretend to 
promote the family, then acccept laws that 
destroy it. 

The cardinal spoke May 20 at a seminar 
on ‘‘Progress Through the Family,’’ 
organized by the Irish organization Family 
Solidarity. 

Laws that present divorce and abortion 
as human rights or that force morally 
unacceptable sex education on youth break 
down the family, he said. 


Vatican, U.S. 
‘groping’ for relations 


IRVING, Texas — The Vatican and the 
United States are each ‘“‘skittish about 
becoming contaminated”’ by the other, so 
they are ‘‘groping ... for the appropriate 
relationship,’’ according to the U.S. 
ambassador to the Holy See. 

In an interview with the Texas Catholic, 
newspaper of the Dallas diocese, Frank 
Shakespeare discussed the nature of the 
relationship between the United States and 
the Vatican. He was in Texas to deliver the 
commencement address at the University 
of Dallas in Irving. 


Procreation document 
called ‘unpersuasive’ 


NEW YORK — A Jesuit theologian 
said the 1987 Vatican document on 
procreation was ‘‘80 percent excellent,”’ 
but said he found its logic in forbidding in 
vitro fertilization for even married 
couples ‘‘unpersuasive. ’ 

Father Richard A. McCormick of the 
University of Notre Dame said the 
document was flawed by reliance on what 
he said were dubious arguments 
expressed in the ‘‘Humanae Vitae”’ 
encyclical against birth control.

Saint Augustine bids aloha to principals

NORTH PARK — “‘Thave enjoyed the 
opportunity to have an impact on which 
direction the school is going and to observe 
the changes that take place in students over 
the years,’’ said Father John P. Pejza, 
OSA, who will end five years as principal of 
St. Augustine High School next month. 

Father Pejza has been appointed 
president of Villanova Prepatory School in 
Ojai, Calif., and will be leaving St. 
Augustine’s in July. 

Father John Sanders, OSA, a theology 
teacher at the North Park high school, has 
been appointed by the school’s board of 
trustees to replace Father Pejza. 


Although Father Pejza has some 
reservations about leaving, he believes it is 
good to have a periodic turnover in 
administration because ‘‘it allows for fresh 
blood into the system.”’ 


Father Pejza said he will not miss the 
variety of problems that accompany the job 
of principal, such as discipline of students 
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and faculty, and ‘‘worrying about the 
financial footing of the school.’’ 

During his term as principal, Father 
Pejza said he has witnessed changes that he 
is very proud of. He hopes the experience 
has taught him patience. 

‘‘Being principal of a school takes 
energy, enthusiasm and_ personal 
magnetism in order to motivate people 
forward. I think I’m leaving the school in 
good hands,’’ said Father Pejza. 

Father John Sanders, who will assume 
his post as principal in July, said, ‘‘I enjoy 
working with young people. I think it is my 
gift from God. 

‘*Being an Augustinian is most 
important to me and this is where I must 
serve,’’ he said. 

Father Sanders, who believes that 
“‘anything you undertake you should 
undertake in prayer,’’ is extremely 
encouraged when it comes to the future of 
the boys school. 

“‘T see a greater emphasis in facility needs 
(in relationship to) who we are going to 
serve, ’’ he said. ‘‘Also, our scholarship aid 
will be upgraded ... as tuition increases so 
must our scholarships and wages of the 
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faculty and staff,’’ he added. 

Father Sanders said he is very excited 
about several scheduled changes at the 
school, especially the renovation of the 
physics and chemistry lab rooms which 
have not been upgraded since 1965. Risers 
will be installed in the lecture rooms and 
individual laboratory desks will also be 
added, he said. 

Ideas for the renovation came from 
consultations with the County Office of 
Education and Fallbrook High School, 
which, according to Father Sanders, has 
one of the best chemistry facilities in the 
area. Construction will begin immediately 
after sehool closes for the summer. The 
work is expected to be completed by the 
beginning of the new school year. 

Money for the new facility will be raised 
through direct solicitation. The estimated 
cost is $100,000, said Father Sanders. 

Father Sanders also hopes to add a 
weight room to the school gym by the end of 
the 1989 school year. The addition would 
allow for more office space and more 
equipment. ‘‘We feel the whole sports 
program will benefit,’’ he said. 

Father Sanders believes in putting one’s 
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money where one’s heart is. ‘“You put your 
money where you want your emphasis to 
be. 

‘For instance, one assumption often 
made is that Catholic school counseling is 
cut back in order to provide for other 
programs. That’s not the case here at 
Saints,’’ stated Father Sanders. 


He said St. Augustine’shasthree areasof 
counseling: career, college, and personal. 
A licensed psychologist and two priests 
direct the counseling program, he added. 


The fact that 147 of the 152 graduates 
from the class of 1987 entered either a two- 
or four-year college exemplifies the 
“aggressive program in the counseling — 
area,’’ he said. ; 


“I want every boy who leaves St. 
Augustine’s to be proud and to know that 
others are proud of him (for attending) 
because it is synonymous with excellence, 
pride and leadership. 

“*T hope every boy has a strong sense of 
self-esteem when he leaves here because 
that means he has a good relationship with 
God and is confident about the future,’’ 
said Father Sanders.
